IN OBTAINING JURY IN CASE 


Jurors Are Ordered to Report Wed- 


nesday Morning at Nine— 


Noonday Trip. 


A venire of a hundred jurors was 


drawn this morning by the jury com- 
missioners for the 
Harris murder 


trial which begins Wednesday. 
The 


jurors will be ordered to report Wed- 
nesday morning at nine o'clock. The 
commissioners were ordered by the 
court to draw the venire Saturday 
but did not do it until this afternoon. 


Judge Blair decided this morning 


not to make the names of the special 
venire of jurors for this case public 
today. This is done, it is said, so 
that farmers 
will not 
know 
their 


names have been drawn to serve as 
jurymen in this case until the3~ have 
been summoned to appear by Sheriff 
Bebout. 


This action was taken to lessen the 


trouble that is anticipated in getting 
a jury. On account of the wide dis- 
' spTnin.iti.rin of the details of the case 
and the prominence of the family in- 
volved, it is expected that some diffi- 
culty will be met in obtaining a jury. 
The enormity of the crime with which 
Paul Harris is charged has served to 
aid additional interest in the case, 
and has r-.aus.ed mo.r.e than .parsing 
attention to be paid to it. 


On account of the things that are 


at stake in the ease, it is said that 
the attorneys for both the State and 
the defense will be very exacting in 
their selection of jurymen. That they 
will adhere to certain 
tilings which 


will not allow jurymen lo qualify,.if 
they (the jurors) do not coincide with 
either the defense's' or prosecution's 
views is almost certain.

SLIPS OUT BEFORE DISCOVERY 


People Down Town Take up Chase of 


Fortune Teller Who Couldn't 


Elude Police. 


After separating Dr. J. B. Kinsin- 


;er from a ten dollar bill, a gypsy 
fortune teller who so deftly handled 
the physician's pocketbook that he 
did not discover the loss until she 
had slipped out, started out of the 
city with the band which accompan- 
ied her, but got no farther than the 
iron bridge of the connersville pike 
east of the city before 
she 
was 


caught by the police and compelled 
to refund the money. 


The police at first intended to bring 


her after he had gained possession 
Kiusinger did not care to prosecute 
her after he had gained po^esssion 
of his ten dollar bill, and the police 
deemed it the wisest plan to be rid 
of the gang instead of hauling the 
woman into court and 
having 
the 


aug hanging around the city for 
.several days. 


The chase attracted twenty-five or 


thirty automobiles and a hundred or 
mere people. Every person who had 
a vehicle that would carry one or 
more followed the crowd. The east 
pike..was jammed with vehicles when 
the catch was made by the police, 
and it was some time before all of 
the automobiles and buggies could be 
extracted from the jam. 


It is understood that 
the gypsv 


wnman went into Dr. Kinsinger's of- 
fice and asked for the privilege of 
telling his fortune. 
He refused and 


she asked for a glance at his pocket- 
book. 
Xot thinking that she could 


make a successful get-a-way with 
the pocketbook or any of the money 
it contained. Dr. Kinsinger 
granted 


her request. 


She gently "eased" out of the of- 


fice—that gypsy fortrme teller did— 
before Dr. Kill-singer fully realized 
Hint lie had the purse in his posses- 
sion. 
But her sudden departure 


made him suspicious. 
He examined 


the contents and found that ten dol- 
lars had been stden. 


Just how the gypsy slipped the ten 


dollar bill out of the purse is quite a 
mystery to Dr Kiusinger. She did 
it in his presence, and 
before 
his 


very eyes, but it was so cleverly ex- 
ecuted that Dr. Hinsinger was not 
aware of -the theft until she had gone. 


Dr. Kinsinger sounded the alarm 


that he had been robbed by a gypsy 
and soon every person in the busi- 
ness district cf the city was on the 
trail of the band. They were sighted 
driving out 
Second street and au- 


toists, motorcyclists, bicyclists, peo- 
ple driving horses and any number of 
pedestrians took up the chase. 


The gypsies were intent on leaving 


the city very hurriedly with the ten. 
They never stopped to look or listen. 
Their "plugs" were running at break- 
neck speed when the first automobile 
got ahead of the band to head them 
off. 
They were finally compelled to 


stop, and the fortune teller, when 
identified' by Dr. Kinsinger, reluct- 
antly admitted she had stolen the ten 
and passed it over to the police. 


The incident recalls a similar one 


at Raleigh a few weeks ago. 
Under 


the same conditions a gypsy fortune 
teller stole four dollars from an old 
man. She was caught after an excit- 
ing chase in an automobile and com- 
pelled to refund the money.

against his adversaries, not because 
ic was there on a summer vacation, 
but because he acted when the time 
was ripe.

RETURN TO WORK 


Final Agreement Will Be Signed 


Up Today, 


CLEARING OUT THE COLLIERIES 


JAMES M. LYNCH 


Is Again Elected President Of the | 
International Typographical Union. 


Repair Men Will Report at Once and 


In Most of the Mines Work Will Be 


. Resumed the Last of This Week or 


the First of Next — Something Re- 
garding the Enormous Cost of the 
Eight Weeks' Suspension. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 20.—Arrange- 


ments have been completed by Presi- 
dent White of the mine workers' union 
and other officials for a final conference 
•with the coal operators' committee at 
Philadelphia this afternoon. 
At this 


conference the agreement by the con- 
vention will be signed and the suspen- 
sion of work, which has lasted seven 
weeks, will formally cease*. President 
Baer of the Philadelphia & Reading, 
the chairman of the committee, sent 
iford here that he would endeavor to 
have the other members at his office 
by 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


Sunday throughout the region the 


delegates who attended the conven- 
tion were welcomed by their local un- 
ions and their course in deciding to 
support their national officers and 
adopt their report and recommenda- 
tions was heartily indorsed. 


Officials of the coal companies are 


no less pleased and they will get the 
mines in chape for a resumption of 
work quickly. Repair men who will 
report at once may clear out some of 
the mines where water and gas have 
gathered so that coal may be mined 
on Wednesday, but mining in most of 
the collieries will have to be deferred 
until the end of this week or the be- 
ginning of next. Many of the mining 
officials praise President White highly 
and declare their faith in him as a 
conservative and thoroughly reliable 
leader. 


The suspension started seven weeks 


ago today, but as most of the mines 
will not resume until next week, the 
period of idleness will be practically 
eight weeks. In that time the losses 
due to the suspension are estimated 
a* follows 
Loss in wages of mine 


employes, 
$17,000,000; loss to coal 


companies in net profits, $10,800,000; 
loss to sellers of supplies and materi- 
als for mining, $5,000,000; loss to rail- 
roads in coal freight charges, $19,000,-

trade, $16,000,000, or a total of more 
than $68,000,000.

Boston, May 20.—Unless something 


unforeseen occurs, Rev. Clarence V. 
T. Richeson, th« slayer of Avis Lin- 
nell, will be sent to the electric chair 
shortly after midnight tonight. Gen- 
eral Bridges, warden of the prison, 
upon whose shoulders falls the un- 
pleasant duty of carrying out the 
court's order, Is not permitted by law 
to make public the exact time when an 
execution is to take place. He is al- 
lowed, however, to notify witnesses. 
The law reads that the execution shall 
be between midnight and sunrise, and 
it is understood that the young Vir- 
ginian will take leave of this world 
between 12:01 and 12:30 o'clock on 
Tuesday morning.

Albany, N. Y., 
May 20.—The fir 


losses in this country and Canada fo 
1910 ana 1911 were excessive whe 
compared with the year 1909, accord 
ing to the annual report of the stat 
Insurance department. The losses fo 
1911 are stated to have been some- 
thing over $234,000.000. This, rough! 
speaking, based on population, woul 
make a per capita loss of between $ 
and $3, as against an estimated pe 
capita loss In Europe of less than 4 
cents.

"from these figures that the conside 
ation of the important question of fir 
prevention, which has had more 
less attention from the press and from 
the legislatures of various states i 
the past two or three years, has not 
yet shown any appreciable general re- 
sults.

Five others 
will be purchased by this line imme- 
diately, it is understood. Furthermore 
it has developed that at least two in- 
terurban companies of northern Indi- 
ana have requested demonstration and 
that the subject of purchase is being 
given serious consideration by them.

Dr. J. P. Simonds, superintendent 


of the pathological laboratory of the 
state board of health, has undertaken 
a new problem in the affairs of the 
state board, that of discovering and 
training typhoid fever germ carriers 
in a manner of living that will not en- 
danger the remaining members of the 
carriers' family. 


One carier, a wdman, has been dis- 


covered, the first found in this~state, 
but Dr. Simonds has declined to make 
public her name or in what part of 
the state she lives. 
Steps have al- 


ready been taken to protect the other 
members of the family from taking 
the disease from her. 


Through local physicians Dr. Sim- 


onds first made a study of the case 
and suspected that the woman was a 
carrier. 
She is a wife and mother. 


Xine years ago she had typhoid fe- 
ver, and recently developed gall blad- 
der trouble, which is frequently 
one 


of the indications of a typhoid car- 
rier. 
Through subsequent examina- 


tions of 
bacteriological 
specimens 


collected under the direction of the 
state brnrd. virtually all doubt has 
been removed of the woman's being a 
carrier. In three families, comainiim 


seventeen persons, with 
whom 
the 


woman was closelv associated, there 


have recently 'been nine eases of ty- 
phoid fever which are now trafeed by 
the state authorities to the woman 
as the primary source. 


The carrier is to be instructed as 


to how to prevent her spreading the 
disease, since the scientists have not 
yet discovered any effective method 
of stopping the excretion of germs by 
a carrier. There is no law in the 
state to provide for quarantining ty- 
phoid carriers, and Dr. Simonds said 
it would not be wise to enact such a 
law, as it would mean virtually quar- 
antine for life. 


The state authorities will 
watch 


the developments in the case care- 
fully. 
In the opinion of the state 


health authorities, the discovery and 
control of the typhoid carriers, of 
whom there are undoubtedly many in 
the .=tate. is one of the most impor- 
tant questions in the prevention of 
typhoid. For the control of carriers. 
Dr. Simonds said, instruction in sim- 
ple methods c f prevention will be re- 
,lied on.

many of" the 
townships 
suffered 


losses this year, as 
compared with 


last, but the few which did gain, made 
such a large gain that the actual loss 
on the \yhole county 
would not be 


very great. It is still thought that, 
when all of Che township assessors 
have reported, the gain in Rushville 
township will not be great enough to 
put this year equal to last. The loss 
is ascribed principally to the rav- 
ages of hog cholera in the county last 
winter. 


The total assessed value of lands, 


lots and improvements in the city is 
•*2.211,720, according to the assess- 
ors' returns. There are 7G1 polls in 
the city. 


The total cash value of the lands 


without improvements is $29,640; the 
improvements are valued at $84,270, 
and -the total land and improvements 
is $113.910. Additional improvements 
:ire held at $2.950.
